The summons to interview Jonas 
Savimbi came just before 3 am. 
“The President", as he is known to 
his followers, was receiving visitors 
in his sparsely funished bunker 
beneath a reed and thatch but 
at Jamba, a base of his Unita 
rebe! movement in the south-east 
Angolan bush. 

The contrast with his enemy, 
President Eduardo Dos Santos in 
Luanda, could qot be greater. Dos 
Santos lives in modest but air- 
conditioned comfort in a former 
fashionable holiday village south of 
the capital. To interview him one 
drives past several security checks, 
dug-in tanks and anti-aircraft bat- 
teres and a double perimeter fence 
manned by Angolan and Cuban 
1rOOPSs.

Savimbi, always in battiedress, is 
ebullient, fluent and persuasive; a 
ruthless robber baron of the bush 
who has brought thousands of his 
fellow Ovimnbundıu south to create 
an ‘alternative Angola in the 
wilderness the Portuguese used to 
call the end of the world. The camp 
is awash with his pictures and 
slogans proclaiming hıs leadership. 
lt is difficult to imagine Unita 
without him. 

Dos Santos is reserved, earnest, 
bad with crowds, a technocrat 
responsible to a political bureau and 
overshadowed as a personal leader 
by his predecessor, Agostinho Neto.

Savimbi regards the western press 
as an essential part of his struggle 
and flies in journalists to his camp 
to explain his cause and boost his 
credibility.

A belping hand with population control 


Forecasüng. described in the article 
“Gloom mongers at bay” (June 25) 
should not be taken as wholly 
authoritative. 

The Henley Cenire seems to 

canclude that. because birth rates 
are falling, the problem of popu- 
lation growth is solved. That 1s a 
dangerous assumption. 
„ It is true that population growth 
in the developing countries has 
declined from 2.4 per cent during 
1965-70 1o an estimated 2 per cent 
during 1980-55. But this docs not 
mcan that numbers in these 
countriics are diminishing: a popu- 
lalion growth rate of 2 per cent 
means that i1 will take 35 years for 
the population to double in size 
instead of the 28 years it takes with a 
population growth of 2.4 per cent. 

Even if every woman of child- 
bearing age bad only two children, 
the worid’'s population would still, 
because of its age structure (35 per 
cent are under 15), continue to grow 
for some 60 years. 


The apparent misunderstanding 
by the Henlcy Centre of the whole 
matter of populalon growth throws 
doubt on its analysis of other 
problems. 

On the superficıal evidence 
provided, ıt would be dangerous ıf 
Britain were lulled into a falsc sense 
or complacency and thought il no 
longer neccessary 10 respond to 
requests from Third World coun- 
trices for financial and practical help 
with population programmes. To 
help countries 1o maintain this 
downward trend incrrastd suPPOrt 
35 . 
This Augusl, as a result af 
requcsts from devcloping countries, 
the United Nations is holding an 
ialernational conference on popu- 
lation in Mexico City — itself an 
outstanding example of population 
growth, having cxpanded from 4.9 
million in 1960 to 10.9 million in 
1975, and scheduled to have a 
population of 31.6 million by the 
end of the century. 

No one knows what population 
1he world can sustain. Thus, the 
anxieties of the developing countries 
where overwhelmingly population 
growlh will occur must be respected. 
In any case, it must not be forgoticn 
that ultimately the cffects of 
population growth will affect stan- 
dards of living throughout the world 
and not just in jess developed 
countries.

By the middle of the 
next century, assuming some decline 
in current fertility rates, the 
population of the poorer nations of 
1he world will be more than double 
the present 3.6bn level. Such large 
populations wilt produce increasing 
pressures on arablc land and natural 
resources. on urban conditions, 
indeed on political stability. 

The Horld Devrelopmcnt Report. 
1984. which the World Bank will 
publish shortly, outlines the prob- 
lems in precise detail and offers clear 
courses for action to guard against 
the enormous threat 10 economic 
and social progress 1hat rapid 
population growth poses. 

Mîr Blake strives 1o separate the 
population issue from tlhe broad 
issue of economic and social 
devclopmeaL but it cannot be 
separate: it is central to this broad 
issue. He offers no aclionr plan to 
sccure development. Hec urges. in 
effecl, a sense of complacency and 
so. unwittingly, fails 1o recognize the 
implications of current fertility rates 
and the realities of current rapid 
population growth. 

He joins those who, in effect, are 
undisturbed by the prospect of 
shackling much ofthe globe"s future 
population {o conditions of intoler- 
able penury. May we urge him and 
others 10 be less influenced by 
assertions thal have no solid factual 
foundation.

Sir, The troublesome issue of the 
prosecution of members of the 
security forces for offences alleged to 
have been committed whilst on duty 
in Northern Ireland is not made less 
troublesome by Mr Michael O Con- 
nell's asserlion (June 26) in relation 
to the policy of the Director of 
Public Prosecuüons in Northern 
Ireland to prosecute members of the 
security forces before “Diplock” 
courls that “no such policy can 
possibly exist”. 

1 had the privilege of serving as 
Lieutenant-Coloncl Wakerley's (let- 
ter, June 12) staff caplain in 
Northern Ireland and can assure Mr 
O'Connell that not only was there 
such a “policy” but that il was 
strenuously enforced. 

Furthermore, despite repeated
